The  i960  pig  crop  totaled  88.  7  million  head,  a  decrease  of  11  percent  from 
last  year^  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  spring  pig  crop  totaled 
47*1  million  heada  compared  with  56c  6  million  head  in  1959 — a  decrease  of  l7per- 
cent.  The  fall  pig  crop  totaled  41 0  6  million  head,  compared  with  42.  8  million  a 
year  ago,  a  decrease  of  3  percentc  The  smaller  spring  crop  was  the  result  of  a 
15  percent  decrease  in  sows  farrowing  and  a  2  percent  drop  in  pigs  per  litter*  The 
smaller  fall  crop  came  as  a  result  of  a  3  percent  decrease  in  sows  farrowing  which 
more  than  offset  a  slight  increase  in  pigs  per  litter,, 

For  the  spring  of  1961,  reports  based  on  farmers1  intentions  indicate  7„  1  mil- 
lion sows  to  farrow,  or  4  percent  above  the  6„  8  million  sows  farrowed  in  the  spring 
of  1960„  If  these  intentions  materialize,  and  the  number  of  pigs  per  litter  should 
equal  the  10-year  average,  with  an  allowance  for  upward  trend,  the  1961  spring 
pig  crop  would  be  49.5  million  head--5  percent  above  the  i960  spring  pig  crop. 

This  report  is  based  on  a  survey  of  181,  000  farm  and  ranch  operators,,  These 
returns  were  obtained  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department 
through  rural  mail  carriers.

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FALL  CROP  DOWN  3  PERCENT:    The  number  of  pigs  saved  during  the 

fall  of  i960  (June  through  November) 
is  estimated  at  41,  550,  000  head.  This  is  3  percent  less  than  the  1959  fall 
crop  but  14  percent  above  the  1949-58  fall  average.  Numbers  were  down 
from  last  year  in  all  regions,  ranging  from  a  decline  of  1  percent  in  the 
"West  North  Central  States  to  10  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  The 
North  Atlantic  States  were  down  9  percent;  East  North  Central,  2  percent; 
South  Central,  8  percent;  and  Western  States  down  2  percent, 

The  number  of  sows  farrowing  in  the  fall  of  i960  ie  estimated  at 

5,  918,  000  head,  3  percent  less  than  farrowed  in  the  fall  of  1959,  but  10 
percent  above  average  Fall  farrowings  were  one  percentage  point  more 
than  indicated  by  farmers'  reports  on  breeding  intentions  last  June,  The 

1960  fall  farrowings  by  regions  as  a  percent  of  1959  and  intentions  as  re- 
ported last  June  are  as  follows:  North  Atlantic,  91  percent  now  and  97  per- 
cent last  June;  East  North  Central,  97  percent  and  95  percent;  West  North 
Central,  99  and  99;  South  Atlantic,  90  and  91;  South  Central,  91  and  92;  and 
West,  98  and  92. 

Pigs  saved  per  litter  averaged  7.02  in  the  fall  of  i960,  compared  with 

6.  98  in  the  fail  of  1959-    Litter  size  was  down  in  the  North  Atlantic  States 
and  unchanged  in  the  West  North  Central,  but  increased  in  all  other  regions. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  i960  fall  farrowings  were  relatively  larger 
in  September,  October,  and  November,  and  relatively  smaller  in  June, 
July,  and  August,,    The  percentages  of  sows  farrowing  by  months  during 
the  fall  of  i960,  compared  with  those  for  the  fall  of  1959  are  ac  follows: 
June,  15.0  and  15„5;  July  14,9  and  16.0;  August,  22.1  and  23.1;  September, 
25.  7  and  25.  4;  October,   14.8  and  13,2;  and  November,  7.5  and  6.  8U 

1960  SPRING  PIG  CROP  DOWN  17  PERCENT:   The  i960  spring  pig  crop  is 

estimated  at  47,  J  04,  000  pigs, 
17  percent  below  1959.  A  total  of  6,  765,000  sows  farrowed  in  the  spring  of 
i960,  compared  with  7,996,000  during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier,  This 
was  a  decrease  of  15  percent.    Pigs  saved  per  litter  averaged  6.  96,  com- 
pared with  7.08  in  the  spring  of  1959. 

ANNUAL  PIG  CROP  11  PERCENT  SMALLER:    The  i960  spring  and  fall 

pig  crops  combined  totaled 
88,  654,  000  head,  1 1  percent  less  than  the  99.  395,  000  head  in  1 959.  For 
the  10-year  period  (1949-58)  the  average  pig  crop  totaled  91,  083,  000  head. 

1961  SPRING  INTENTIONS  UP  4  PERCENT:   Farmers'  reports  on  breeding 

intentions  for  the  spring  of 
1961  indicate    7,  063,  000  sows  to  farrow  (December  i960  through  May  1961). 
This  would  be  4  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  but  12  percent  less  than 
in  the  spring  of  1959.    The  North  Central  and  V^estern  States  indicate  in- 
creases, while  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions  plan 
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decreases  in  spring  farrowings.    By  regions,  ranges  from  i960  are  as 
follows;   increases  were  Vvest  North  Central,  9  percent;  East  North  Cen- 
tral, 2  percent;  and  the  West,  6  percent;  decreases  were  North  Atlantic, 
6  percent;  South  Atlantic,  3  percent;  and  the  South  Central,  2  percent* 

If  intentions  for  spring  farrowings  materialize  and  the  number  of  pigs 
saved  per  litter  equals  the  average  with  an  allowance  for  trend,  the  1961 
spring  pig  crop  would  be  5  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

SELECTED  CORN  BELT  STATES:    The  number  of  sews  intended  to  farrow 

in  10  of  the  Corn  Belt  States  in  the 
spring  of  1961  is  6  percent  more  than  farrowed  a  year  earlier.  Included 
in  these  10  States  are  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa, 
Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas.    These  States  accounted 
for  about  three-fourths  of  the  United  States  I960  spring  pig  cropu 

The  December  1    survey  indicated  more  farrowings  in  both  the  winter 
(December-February)  and  spring  (March-May)  quarters.  The  number  of 
sows  expected  to  farrow  during  December,  January,  and  February  is  esti- 
mated at  1,  830,  000  head — 8  percent  more  than  the  1,  691,  000  head  farrowed 
during  this  period  a  year  earlier.    In  September  farmers  in  these  10  States 
indicated  that  they  would  farrow  about  4  percent  more  sows  during  the 
winter  months  (December,  January,  and  February).  The  3,596,000  head 
intended  to  farrow  in  March,  April,  and  May  is  5  percent  more  than  the 
3,411,000  sows  farrowed  in  these  months  in  i960. 

In  the  above  10  States  the  number  of  sows  farrowed  in  the  fall  of  i960 
totaled  4,  393,  000  head.,  1  percent  less  than  in  the  fall  of  1959.  The  number 
indicated  by  farmers'  reports  on  September  1  was  3  percent  less  than  1959. 
Sows  farrowed  during  June,  July,  and  August  totaled  2,  271,000  head  or  7 
percent  less  than  in  1959.  The  number  farrowed  during  September,  Octo- 
ber, and  November  totaled  2,  122,  000  head,  5  percent  more  than  f  e 
2,  014,  000  head  farrowed  for  the  same  quarter  in  1959. 

ALL  HOGS  IN  10  STATES  DOWN;    The  number  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  on 

farms  December  i  in  the  10  Corn  Belt 
States  for  which  data  are  available  totaled  46,903,  000  head,  3  percent  less 
than  the  48,  394,  000  on  hand  a  year  earlier.    All  States  showed  decreases 
from  a  year  earlier.    Wisconsin  showed  the  greatest  decrease.  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Minnesota  and  Kansas  each  showed  decreases  of  1  percent.  Hogs 
six  months  old  or  older  were  down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The 
number  of  hogs  under  6  months  of  age,  at  30,  137,000  head,  was  only 
slightly  below  a  year  earlier.    Pigs  less  than  3  months~of  age  were  up  7 
percent  from  a  year  earlier,  and  reflected  the  increase  in  farrowings 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  i960  fall  pig  crop. 
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REVISIONS  IN  ESTIMATES:      The  estimates  of  sows  farrowed  and  pigs 

saved  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
revised  from  those  previously  published.  These  estimates  were  revised 
on  the  basis  of  data  obtained  from  the  Census  of  Agriculture  taken  in 
the  fall  of  1959  and  other  data  which  have  become  available  since  the 
original  estimates  were  made.    The  slightly  lower  level  of  pig  crop  num- 
bers will  require  a  downward  revision  in  the  official  estimates  of  farm 
slaughter  and  death  losses  of  hogs  and  pigs.    These  revisions  will  not 
affect  the  estimates  of  commercial  slaughter.    The  accompanying  tables 
show  the  revised  estimates  by  States  and  regions  for  1955-59  and  present 
estimates  for  i960  and  I96l.    The' table  at  the  bottom   of  page  5  shows 
the  original  and  revised  estimates  as  percent  of  the  previous  year.
